R. GARROW opened the indictment, which 

ſtated that the defendant did, on the morning of 

the 2d of March laſt, ſet fire to his houſe, the Red-croſs in 

Smithfield, in order to defraud the Phoenix Aſſurance- 
Company. 

Mr. BEARCROFT opened the caſe, which he obſerved, 
was a very plain one, and. one that would be very fully 
proved. The defendant whois a Greek, ſome time fincein- 
ſured amd at the proſecutors office, for the ſum of fix hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, pretending that was the value of his 
property ; which he would prove, were worth nothing like 
the ſum. On the morning of the fire, his neighbours ſpoke 
to him, and told him, his houſe was on fire ; but he would. 
not believe them, declaring it was not, when one of them 
faw him ſpread a great coat, which he had on, in order to 
| A : hide

hide the fire, which was burning in the room behind him. 
When he came to make his claim, the Company examin- 
ed him, touching the fire, hen he told them, that he was 
firſt waked by a dog ſcratching at his door, and he, know- 
ing the dog to be a ſagacious animal, got up and opened the 
door, when the dog came in, and his room was filled with 
ſmoke; that he ſoon perceived his houſe to be on fire, 
when he tied ſome ſheets together, and let his wife out, 
then he threw the dog out, and afterwards jumped himſelf 
into the ſtreet; having previouſly thrown two beds out. 
The Chairman of the Company aſked him where he got 
the other bed? when he replied, from the back room, 
which ftruck them, that the defendant was telling an un- 
truth, and they ſtopped paying him, till they made ſome 
enquiries, when they found that the houſe was ſuppoſed 
(by the neighbours) to have been ſet on fire by him. He 
then told them the nature of the evidence, he intended to 
produce, which after they had heard, he dared ſay, they 
would not have the leaſt reaſon to doubt of the defendant's 
guilt,

A. I am patrol ; my round extends to the houſe of the 
defendant : hearing of the fire, I turned up to the houſe to 
give aſſiſtance; when I went up to the houſe, aſter the 
laſt witneſs had left the door, I ſpoke to the defendant, and 
aſked him why he did not open the door, when he ſaid, 
he had loſt the key. There was a man belonging to ſome 


of the fire · offices there; the defendant was ſtanding and 
handing chairs out of the window very deliberately z I 


aſked him why he did not let himſelf out, and ſoon after- 
wards I ſaw him let himſelf; down with a rope. 1 took 
his goods to an alley on the other fide of the way, and at 
the ſame time aſked him if there was any body elſe in the 
houſe, beſides himſelf ; when he ſaid no: I know there 
was not a ſoul came out of the houſe but him.

was a ſaſh window ; when I had taken the deferidant and 
his goods to the alley, I went to the cheeſemonger's to 
help him.

A. Being alarmed by the fire, I looked out of the win- 
dow, and ſaw the defendant looking out of his window, 
and I aſked him where was the fire? he anſwered, there 
was no fire ; and ſoon after he ſaid fo, his houſe burſt out 
all in a blaze; I ſmelt it long before.

A. Directly oppoſite to the defendant's houſe : he ap- 
peared to me to be quite dreſſed ; I called out, and aſked 
him, if his houſe was on fire; he ſaid there was no fire:

A. I ſaw the defendant ſtanding at the window with a 
great coat on, and ſeemed dreſſed ; I ſaid to him, Mr. Ja- 
coma, is the fire in your houſe ? when he made no an- 
ſwer. I aſked him a ſecond time; Mrs. Tatem aſked 
him if there was a fire ; he ſaid, no fire in my houſe, no 
fire in my houſe ; but at laſt he ſaid it was in a back 
warehouſe, 

Q. Did you ſee him when he ſaid, no fire ? | 

A. Yes, Sir, and I ſaw a blaze behind him in the ſame * 
room that he was in; there were two great | cracks like 
gun-powder, and it was down in a quarter of an hour, 

Q. Do you think any perſon could have been in the 
houſe without knowing it was on fire. 

A. I think he muſt have known it.

Q. You are a watchman, I believe?

About one o'clock in the morning, I 
ſaw a large Newfoundland dog, I was ſurpriſed to ſee 
him, becauſe his maſter uſed to be generally whiſtling for 
him, to get him home: about a quarter of an hour after- 
wards, I ſaw him again. 

Q. What might be the time when you ſaw the dog the 
ſecond time ? 

A. It was about half an hour paſt one. 

Q Are you ſure it was his dog ? 

A. Yes, Sir, I am ſure; when I was there he faid the 
oil ſhop was on fire, and his houſe was not on fire.

On the part of the defendant, 


Mr. Bow ER faid, that the crime which his client ſtood 
charged with, was a very enormous crime, but he hoped 
the Jury would think that the greater the crime, the ſtrong- 
er the evidence ought to be, upon which they would con- 
vict him. Men are not often wicked, for the fake of 
wickedneſs : He truſted they would think, that if he had 
no intereſt in doing this, that he had not committed the 
crime laid to his charge. . The defence which he meant 
to ſet up was, to ſhew that the furniture in this houſe was 
of great value, and of the value which he inſured ; he ſaid, 
he thought there were great eontradictions in the evidence 
given on the part of the Crown ; for they proved that the 
defendant when he was handing out his goods, and letting 
himſelf down into the ſtreet with a rope, kept ſaying the 
houſe was not on fire, which he was clearly doing to avoid 
the fire; and if that was true, he could only account for it, 
by ſaying, that when a man finds his houſe on fire, he does 

not 
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not know what he fays. To be ſure the defendant has 
been guilty of telling a ſtory; but the Jury would not con- 
vict him of ſo heinous an offence, as that with which he 
was charged, for ſo ſmall a ane. There will be evidence 
called, to ſhew, that he had wearing apparel, and plate, 
more than what was inſured, and his ſtock in trade as much 
as he inſured ; the inſurance was made a year and half 
before the fire happened, which with the leaſe, for which 
the witneſſes already called had proved he gave one hun- 
dred and forty- four pounds, and the fixtures, which had 
likewiſe been proved by them to amount to fifty- four 
pounds; he would be able to prove that the defendant 
would have received no intereſt.
